Ottawa,, November 11.—Parliaments 
prorogued at five o’clock Monday 
afternoon. The ceremony, which 
was scheduled to take place at half 
past four, was delayed half an hour 
by a last minute amendment to one 
of the government prohibition bills. 
Business in the commons was practi- 
cally concluded at twelve o’clock, and 
the house suspended until three. On 
reassembling it was found that the 
prohibitino bills were not yet 
through the senate, so a further sus- 
pension ‘was declared until four 
o'clock. 7 

At the morning session, the com- 
mons passed the supply bill amount- 
ing to sixty-two million dollars, and: 
put through some minor bills. A cer- 
tain. amount of time was devoted to 
answering minor questions. Mr. F. 
L. Davis, Neepawa, asked Hon. C. J. 
Doherty, who was leading the govern- 
ment, if it had been decided when the 
house would meet again. ‘Mr. Do- 
herty replied that while the date ob- 
viously could not be stated now, the 
house would mieet again patly in 1920.

is today. We may not be hand- 
ling as much of other people’s money 
as we did in boom times, but what we 
have is more honestly ours. And 
there is more of real wealth in the 
country than ever before. Has our 
giving to the church kept pace with 
our prosperity? Have we ever really 
measured up to our responsibilities in 
this regard? We have learned more 
about systematic giving in the last 
few years than ever before. Our 
hearts responded to the vision of suf- 
fering and of need. Shall we, like- 
wise’ respond to: the vision of oppor- 
tunity which is coming to us in these 
constructive days?

We must raise'a generation of men 
and women who will be real. stew- 
ards of the resources of life. By 
systematic, business-like, large-heart- 
ed giving we shall prove what is the 
good and acceptable and perfect. will 
of God. 

Such giving: will mean moral vic- 
tory for the selfish—real joy for the 
giver and a richer spiritual life for 
the church. 

Those who have acted upon this 
principle have: not impoverished their 
lives by so doing—and many testify 
to increased. material resources and 
enriched spiritual life, resulting from 
this definite consecration of money 
to the purpose ‘of God.

A’ NEW USE FOR 
THE AEROPLANE 


The Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa has discovered a new use for 
the aeroplane. The Entomological 
Branch is investigating the mosquito 
in the Lower Fraser Valley in British 
Columbia. By using the aeroplane, |’ 
the country can be surveyed in order. 
to map out the swampy areas and| 
other breeding places that are readily 
located in photographs taken from 
over head, according to a statement 
by Doctor C: Gordon Hewitt,. Domin- 
fon Entomologist, that appears in the 
October Agricultural Gazette. The 
aeroplane was used in making a com- 
prehensive survey of the complicated 
water syystem of the Fraser River 
and the adjacent bodies of permanent | 
and temporary water in that. district. 
A flight. reported by Dr. Hewitt has 
demonstrated the possibility of using 
this machine also for making surveys 
of timber that is being killed or has 
already been destroyed by various 
insects. Its use, it is believed, will 
help very greatly in the entomological 
work with various insects being car- 
ried on by the Federal Department of 
Agriculture.

' The general feeling of opposition to 
public ownership in Quebec, which is 
largely responsible for the opposition 
of the Liberal party to the acquisition 
of the Grand Trunk is, says the Tor- 
onto Globe, utterly at variance with 
.the feelings of Liberals in Ontario 
and the Western Provinces. The neo- 
ple of Ontario, irrespective of party 
lines, are strongly in favor of the 
coupling up of the Grand Trunk with 
the Canadian National system. 

The country has on its hands a 
great mileage of unprofitable rail- 
sways on the borders of settlement 
. Which may not in our time earn in- 
terest upon the capital invested. The 
only hope of preventing. a continuous 
drain of the national revenue for the 
payment of railway deficits is by the 
incorporation in the National Railway 
system of a road such as the Grand 
“Trunk, which taps the rich, traffic- 
producing areas of Quebec and On- 
tario, and has an established long 
haul traffic between the seaboard and 
the interior of the United States and 
Canada. 

The Liberal members at Ottawa 
-fear that national bankruptcy may be 
brought about by inefficient operation 
of the National Railways. Up here 
in Ontario, continues the Globe, ‘the 
people think public operation will not 
cost more in the future than the ex- 
ploitation of the country by railway 
promoters has cost in the past. It 
‘Is the folly of private railway owners 
that has thrown upon the shoulders of 
the taxpayers the great load of eens 
way debt the country must carry. 
we must assume the debt, we may as 
well take the railways also, and so 
have something to say about the cre- 
ation of the debts of the future.

OF COMMUNISM 


INVESTIGATORS CLAIM TO HAVE 
DISCOVERED PLAN TO DEPOSE 
PRESENT GOVERNMENT 


Essen, Nov. 6.—Investigators for 
the Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung of 
Berlin claim to have discoverd plans 
for a Communist uprising to depose 
the present Gcrman government and 
to establish a new one modelled on 
would be 
associated with the present Russian 
Soviet system. 

The investigators assert that the 
proposd revolution is to be asgisted 
.and officered by Russian Bolshevists 
and that the outbreak is to have its 
beginning in the Rhur coal district. 
The responsible newspaper publishes 
& warning so energetic that it is ac- 
cepted in well informed quarters as 
of more importance than the many 
rumors in circulation. 


COMMENT ON SENSATION 


Munich, Brunswick and other cities 
are claimed to be sub-centres for the 
movement. According to the paper, 
Spartacists and Communists will be 
armed throughout Germany. The 
Communists are said to count on de- 
sertion by whole groups of the na- 
tional defence army and on taking 
them into their red army. General 
fighting headquarters, it f& said, will,

Toronto, Nov. 5.—E. R. Wood, chair- 
man of the Dominion Executive of the 
Victory Loan, made the following.com- 
ments on the success of the campaign 
to date: 

“The campaign is now practically 
half finished. The success to date has 
been dye in large measure to the fact 
that investors who have so far pur- 
chased bonds have bought more than 
they did in previous loans.

Collison, Simpson and Galbraith point- 
ed cut some of the ‘difficulties: attend- 
ing a, material increase\to one man at 
this ‘time. They could not always hope 
to hold good men ‘who were wanted 
elsewhere at a much larger salary. The 
Mayor suggested that. it might be prac- 
ticable to combine the work of the 
Secretary-Treasurers of. the School 
Board and of the “Memorial Hospital 
with the city office work, even though 
the latter had materially increased ow- 
ing to the returns asked by the Gov- 
ernments. 

Ald. Simpson finally concluded to 
stand by.the previous-report on sal- 
aries, Ald. Collison thought the new 
circumstances justified a departure 
from the report in this’ case. Ald. 
Broughton and Moyes were strongly in 
favor of an adequate salary to an ex- 
perienced and competent man. _ Ald. 
Galbraith would not object to $135 to 
Mr. Ayres, if Chief Anderson, who had 
more responsibte work in his opinion, 
was given the same salary. 

Ald, Ston® and Broughton amended 
their motion to make the salary $135 
to date from November’ 1. Ald. Gal- 
braith moved an amendment that Chief 
Anderson's salary be increased to the 
same figure, but could get no seconder, 
Ald. Collison considering that any pro- 
posed increase to the Chief could be 
dealt with in January by the new Coun- 
cil, 

Ald. Stone’s motion was passed, Ald.
